More colored, men voted with tho whites 


hare than eyer bofora—JDS, rnora than twice 
narnany es nt any other electiou. They 
were chiefly .influenced iuthia .by the non- 
interfereuce of the governraeiit. Because 
tlis goTeriihient did not step in . at the r«. 
quest'ol-Qovernor Ames they hire gotthe 
notion, that it has "gone back bii them," as 
they call'it, and now, being w.ithout its sub. 
port, they must cultivate friendly relations 
in-politics 'With the whites. They know 
diat they cannot iuaiutain'a contest with 
them without government support, and as 
they have been deprived of that support ths 
nest Ipst thing is to accept the inevitable. 


Anbihir ! Influence was the . well-known 


fact that the whites are in arms; that they 
intend uo longer to live under negro rule if 
they have to fight to get out. 
The negroes 


dp'.not want tssflght. 
They know what thai 


means: ' So many voted with the whites as 
a matter of conciliation, preferring to see 
Democrats elected than to have a row in 
which they would be the chief suff«rers. Half 
the servants at the iiotel where I stopped 
Toted the Democratic ticket, to the great as- 
tonishment and gratification of the proprie- 
tor, who counted on only three. 


I witnessed .many strange scenes at the 


polls, and around about among the crowd. 
This sort of thing was repeated often by 
men who were supplied with money for the 
purpose. A man would select his darkey 
and operate on him in this wise: 


'•Uncle, havo you voted?" 
"Ho, eah." 
"Going to vole?" 
'Tea, sah." 
"How?" 
"The 'Publican ticket, sah." 
"Oan't I persuade you to vote the Demo- 


eratic ticket?" 


"No sah/; ; 


, "YpVare afraid to vote it, ore you?'1 


"Ko, sah; not a bit," ' 
"I'll bet two clollars you are afraid to step 


up there and yotelhe Democratic ticket." 


"Me 'fraid? NbjsW; dis nigger nn't 'fraid; 


he aio't the skeery sort, he ain't." 


"Well, I'll bet.two dollars you are afraid 
to do it." 


''Put up your nionoy. I'l] take dat 
bet, 


Bfth; I'm no skoery nigger." 


The money is handed to a third party. Tlie 


negro is given a Democratic ticket, nnd ac- 
companied to tho polls by h white 
man, 


who sees that itis.votedj Then the negro 
returns; ,and:is' paid the "wager" he has 
won.

the.same .time escape the penalty of the 
law'.-' i A hundretf dollars thus expended goes 
some distance in adding to Democratic

I.saw aii'egrp and n white man go to the 


polls side by side, 'and each vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket. Then tho white man tookthe 
negro to'a cozy nook, gave him two drinks 
of whiskey and a handful of cigars. I could 
notsay.thathe .bought tho vote; he only 
took the occasion to treat his 
colored 


f riend. i -

An old negro man, apparently too old to 


work, and looking to be really needy, stood 
near the'polls with a Republican ticket. A 
White boy, not over thirteen, said to him: 
'[Uncle, why don't yon vote the Democratic 
ticket? these carpet-baggers don't care any- 
thing for you; 
they'd let you starve to; 


•eatb..'.K | 


..'If diinno but they would," replied the old' 


man, "for I'm hungry now. 
If you'll get 


me a little money to get some bread to take 
nomel'llvote the Democratic ticket."- 


The boy's face brightened up. 
He went 


to the bottom of his pockets, turned them 
inside out, but lie could find nothing but n 
five cent nickel. 
Giving that and a Demo- 


cratic ticket to tho old man he went after 
morn, nnd I have no doubt gained a vote for 
the Democracy. 


To protect negroes who could not read,
